In the Bronx there were five deaths A marked increase was shown in Brooklyn, the 


seat of the disease, and; cases and deaths in the other two boroughs indicated that the epidemic,' aid- 
ed by a wave of high humidity, was becoming more widespread. Cases to date total 2,662 and 
deaths 658.

I do not know that we can tell how 


long Paul remained at Athens, but he 
gare a faithful testimony, and some 
believed (chapter xvil, 34). The mes- 
senger of the Lord Is apt to be dis- 
couraged If be find* opposition to bis 
message and seemingly few, if any, 
believing, or if after a faithful testi- 
mony there is neither a "thank you" 
nor a word of appreciation. It ii true 
that Tve must never speak to please 
people nor covet their approval, but 
most of us are so awfully human that 
a word of gratitude from one who bas 
been helped by the message U very 
cheering (I Thess. 11, 4; II Tim. 11, 15), 
The devil will be sure to tell you that 
you have accomplished nothing and 
had better seek eomo other occupation, 
and messengers have been known to 
heed his suggestion. I am thankful 
that some one said to me many years 
ago, as I wondered. If any good was 
being done: "Do you recollect that 
when the devil flowed Ms tares be 
went his way, for he WHB cure that 
they would grow? And you flo not 
seem to think that the Word of God 
is as good seed as the devil's tares." 
That helped me greatly, and since 
then I have gono my way after a serv- 
ice, saying: "Thank God; that will 
•work; it will surely accomplish His 
pleasure" (Isa. Iv, 11; Jer. 1, 12, R. V.), 


Leaving 
Athens, 
Paul 
went 
to 


Corinth, a wiclced, worldly, commercial 
center, notorious for Its immorality, 
add the first thing we read of Ulm Is, 
not that he preached, but that he 
found employment with some who 
were of the same craft with himself— 
that of tent making—and he abode 
with them (vcrane 1-3), He would rath- 
er work at hla trade and thus earn his 
living than be a burden to any one. 
He afterward wrote to this people, ask- 
ing them to forgive him if he had 
wronged them by not being a burden 
to them (II Cor. ill, 13-10). It doea 
sound a little like sarcasm. The Lord 
Jesus Himself was known ns the car- 
penter (Mark vlr 3) and no doubt help- 
ed to make a living for the family till 
He began His public ministry. 


When the Sabbath days came round 


Paul was ready to testify to the Jews 
In the synagogue tliat Jesus wag the 
Christ, their Messiah (verses 4, 5 and 
margin). 
Silas and Timothy, whom 


he had left at Eerea and for whom h» 
had sent from Athens that they might 
come to him, reached him here at 
Corinth (ivii, 14, 15). The phrnso 
"pressed in spirit" (verse S) Is trans- 
lated Iii the R. V. "constrained by 
the "Word." Wcymoutb says Paul was 
preaching fervently. 
We think of 


Jeremiah, who, when he was derided 
and reproached, wag tempted to stop 
speaking the Word of tha Lord, but it 
was such n burning flre within him 
that he had to speak (Jer. zz, 7-fl). We 
think also of ElUiu, wbo said that be 
was so constrained by the spirit witbln 
him that be was llbe a bottle of wine 
ready to burst and he had to speak 
that he might he refreshed (Job. xrxtl, 
18-20). 


Wbcn the Jews opposed Paul and 


blasphemed he turned from them to 
the gentiles and found an open door 
in a house close by the synagogue, own- 
ed by a man named Justus, who wor- 
shiped God (verses 0, 7). When Qod 
wants His melange proclaimed He will 
provide a place.

ter from Sergeant James Skidmore, 
received by Adam Frich. 


The letter follows: 
"Your letter nnd 
copy 
of The 


Times received and I will answer. I 
am glad, indeed, to hear from you 
and of the city of Portsmouth. 
I 


note that times are good in the city 
and I trust that they remain so. 


[I am still stationed in ilanilla. 


I have not had the time to go inland 
as much as I have wanted! So I am 
not prepared to report on condi- 
tions as I would like. But I was out 
in the interior 
as far 
as 
Camp 


•Statseriburg, sixty miles from Man- 
ila, which is a brigade post. The 
Xinth Cavalry and the Second Field 
Artillery are stationed there." 


'It is one of the best 
on the 


island. The quarters are good and 
the government has improved the 
conditions. 
The people are mostly 


farmers. 
They seem to be doing 


well. They are all friendly and the 
young people speak English. 
They 


have good 
schools 
and 
churches. 


They have a splendid police system 
and national troops are stationed in 
the different towns. 


"Many of the native buildings are 


constructed out 
of bamboo. 
You 


can travel for miles out in the in- 
terior and see no other kind of build- 
ings. 


"Rice, sugar-cane and hemp are 


their main crops. Although they 
raise lots of other kinds of crops. 
You can see cocoanut and 
banana 


fields. 


"There is a railroad running out

Claim Justices Can 


Only Bind Violators 


Over To Higher Court 


The restitution of thousands of 


dollars in fines collected by town- 
ship justices of the peace from au- 
tomobile owners, is the request 
made of State Auditor A. V. Don- 
ahey by Bichard H. Lee, president 
of the Ohio State Automobile as- 
sociation. 


It is Lee's claim that township 


justices have no right to collect 
i'ines on 
speeding charges, but 


have the right when they believe 
a motorist guilty, only to bind 
him over to" a higher court. Many 
justices have been accepting such 
fines, and Lee asks the state aud- 
iiiug department to bring out this 
amount in 
examination 
of the 


justices' books. 


Following is Lee's letter to the 


state auditor: 


"1 desire to call your attention 


to the fact that a number of in- 
stances throughotit the state have 
been called to my attention, where 
in justices of the peace, having 
no further police power than that 
enjoyed generally by justices of 
the peace under the laws of the 
State oi: Ohio, have been operat- 
ing speed traps for revenue only; 


that automobilists have been drag- 
ged through their courts in these 
matters, and without any jurisdic- 
tion in law, or in fact, have been 
fined and both the fine and costs 
collected, and this notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the law is clear 
that justices of the peace have no 
final jurisdiction nor any right to 
do other than hold the defendant 
under bond to appear before a 
higher court. 


."In all of these eases, it is my 


opinion that the fines and costs 
collected have been wrongfully 
taken, and it occurs, to me that 
your accountants should be in- 
structed to look for violatidns of 
this sort, and require restitution 
by the justice, or take such other 
steps as you may deem advisable 
in the premises." 


"Clubs in the state association 


are co-operationg with police of- 
ficials in the enforcement of traf- 
fic regulations," Lee said. 
"But 


the 
mulcting of motorists 
by 


township officials must stop. Ir- 
regular -practices by grafting or 
ignorant officials only tends to 
lessen respect for the law."

tre dealt another stroke at the 
enemy, ejecting them from.the 
vilage of .Verbene and from-forti- 
fied works south of that village, 
and keeping on the heels of his 
bewildered rear, -seized the cross- 
ings of the Styr.
